6 engaging a selected first input from tho plurality of inputo, wherein a firat operation is selected 

7 for tho first fil e and a first distinct -visual featur e is appli e d to the first file display; -

9 second input from th e plurality of inputs, wherein a second op e ration is selected for tho socond

13 selecting a file display for a single file on a graphical user interface (GUI) after engaging 

14 a first innut and a second input from the plurality of inputs, wherei n a first operation is associated 

15 with the first input and a second operation is associated with the second input, and wherein a first 

16 portion of the file display of the single file presents a first distinct visual feature associated with 

17 the first operation, and wherein a second portion of the file display of . the single file presents a 

18 second distinct visual fe ature associate d with the second operation. 

1 2- (currently amended) The method of claim 1, wher e in e ach of the operations is s e lected 

2 by e ngaging a combination of inputs ? further comprising: 

3 executing the first and se cond operations on the sing le file according to a predetermined 

4 execution order for the first and second operations . 

1 3 . (original) The method of claim 1 , wherein the distinct visual features are color-coded. 

1 4. The method of claim 1, wherein the distinct visual features are geometric patterns. 
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1 5. (original) The method of claim 1, wherein the plurality of inputs are selected icons on the 

2 GUI. 



1 6. (original) A method for removing sensitive files from a computer, the method comprising: 

2 identifying a plurality of sensitive files on a computer; 

3 highlighting all of the identified sensitive files with an identifying visual feature; 

4 deleting the identified sensitive files; and 

5 reformatting only areas on a disk drive, associated with a computer, that had stored the 



6 deleted sensitive files. 

1 7. (original) The method of claim 6, wherein only sensitive files that had been last edited 

2 before a pre-determined period of time are deleted. 



1 8. (currently amended) A computer system for concurrently executing multiple operations 

2 on [[different files]] a single file displayed on a graphical user interface, the system comprising: 

3 a monitor for displaying a [[plurality of files]] a single file in a graphical user interface 

4 (GUI); 

5 a plurality of inputs, each input being associated with a different operation to be applied 

6 to one or more of tho plurality of files the single file, each different operation being associated 

7 with a distinct visual display applied to a displayed file; and 

8 on input device for manipulating a pointer displayed on th e monitor, such that th e input 

9 d e vice - s e lect s a first file display, the first file display being associat e d with a first file, after q first 

10 input assooiatod with a first - operation ia engaged, sueh-thnt a first distinct visual feature 

11 associat e d with th e first - operation io applied to tho firot filo display, and - suck - that - tho - in ffB* 

12 d e vice s e l e cts a second fil e display, th e sooond file diGplay being aooooiatod with a oooond file, 

13 aitcr - a second input associated with a second operation is engag e d, such that a second distinct 

14 visual - feature associat e d with the second operation is applied to th e s e cond fil e display; and 

15 an execution input for subsequently concurr e ntly executing th e first and s e cond 

16 operations for the respective first and s e cond fil e s. 
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17 aa input device for selecting a file display for the single file in the GUI after engaging a 

18 first input and a second input from the plurality of inputs, wherein a first operation is associated 

19 with the first input and a second operation is associated with the second input and wherein a first 

20 portion of the file display of the single file presents a first distinct visual feature associated with 

21 the first operation, and wherein a second portion of the file display of the single file presents a 

22 second distinct visual feature associated with the s econd operation. 

1 9. (currently amended) The computer system of claim 8, wh e rein re ach of the oporaiiono io 

2 soteotod by engagm - g a combination of inputs, further comprising: 

3 an execution unit for e xecuting the first and second operations on the single file 

4 according to a pre-determined execution order for the first and second operations . 

1 10. (original) The computer system of claim 8, wherein die distinct visual features are color- 

2 coded. 

1 11. (original) The computer system of claim 8, wherein the distinct visual features are 

2 geometric patterns. 

1 12. (original) The computer system of claim 8, wherein the plurality of inputs are selected icons 

2 on a graphical user interface (GUT). 

1 13. (original) The computer system of claim 8, wherein the first and second files are both 

2 sensitive files selected for deletion. 

1 14. (original) The computer system of claim 13, wherein the sensitive files are erased from a 

2 hard disk on a computer by re-formatting only areas oa the hard disk that had stored the sensitive 

3 files. 
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1 15. (currently amended) A computer program product, residing on a computer usable 

2 medium, for concurrently executing multiple operations on [[different files]] a single file 

3 displayed on a graphical user interface, the computer program product comprising: 

4 computer program code for associating a different operation with each of a plurality of 

5 inputs; 

6 computer program code for associating a distinct visual display feature with each of the 

7 plurality of operations; and 

8 comput e r progrom cod e for s e l e cting a fust fil e -di s play , for q firat file, on a graphical us e r 

9 int e rfac e (GUI), after engaging a selected first input from th e plurality of inputs, wh e r e in a first 

10 op e ration is s e l e ct e d for the first file and n first distinct visual f e atur e is appli e d to th e first fil e 

11 display; 

12 comput e r program cod e for - s e locling a second file display, for a second file, on th e GUI,

21 with the second input and wherein a first portion of the file display of the single file presents a 

22 first distinct visual feature associated with the fir st operation, and wherein a second portion of 

23 the file display of the single file presents a second distinct visual feature associated with the 

24 second operation. 

1 16. (currently amended) The computer program product of claim 15, wherein-eaoh of tho 

2 operations is selected by engaging a combination of inputs, further comprising: 

3 computer program code for executing the first and second operations on the single file 

4 according to a pre-determined execution order for the first and second operations * 
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1 17- (original) The computer program product of claim 15, wherein the distinct visual features 

2 are color-coded. 

1 18. (original) The computer program product of claim 15, wherein the distinct visual features 

2 are geometric patterns. 

1 19. (original) The computer program product of claim 15, wherein the first, and second dales are 

2 both sensitive files selected for deletion. 

1 20. (original) The computer program product of claim 15, wherein the plurality of inputs are 

2 selected icons on the GUI. 
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
